Ir is a well known fact the D 
katchewan contains a rich depasit of gold 
dust.

Mining 
is still, though not so profitably, carried-on, 
the average wages being from four to six 
dollars a day. Until now mining has chiefly 
been confined to the river bars at low water, 
but Mr. Jerome Boudreau, of New Brune- 
wick, who spent last season here, by means 
of tunnels excavated into the flats, or what 
is naturally supposed to have been the orig i 
nal bed of the river, and discov ered that the 
sediments there contained as rich deposits as 
the new bars. His experiments have shewn 
that the yield was from one dollar and forty 
cents to two dollars and fifty cents per cubic 

ard. Having sscertained and convinced 
himself of these facts, he left here last month 
for Winnipeg with the intention of purchas- 
ing machinery 0 operate next spring on a 
iarge scale. The point at which he was ex- 
perimenting is known as Pointe le Pied, and 
nas been known by the old miners here fora 
long time past to be very rich. Indeed they 
have taken out a great deal of the pay dirt 
for afew feet into the ground, but the wet 
nature of the ground prevents them from 
continuing the work by hand. With suitable 
machinery there is no doubt that the large 
deposits of pay gravel there existing could be 
excavated at a very handsome profit, Be- 
sides at the place mentioned there are many 
other similar gnd richer deposits on the 
river, Which have not been worked at all, 
that being worked chiefly because it was close 
to settlement. *

the North-West. At MacLeod he 
them through the custom house in due form, 
paying duty at the rate of some $35 a head, 
which was the original cost. He lay at Mac- 
Leod some time, and while there purchased 
a band of about a hundred head of horses, 
which had been brought in two 7 re · 
viously by I. O. Baker & Co. On his arrival 
at Calgary, where he proposed selling, Mr. 
Bannerman, custom house officer and post- 
master, dropped on the fact that Mr.Oxarart 
bad more horses in his possession than he had 
paid duty on, and concluding that the over- 
plus had been smuggled, made a seizure of 
the whole band. Capt. Cotton, custome 
officer at MacLeod and D. W. Davis, of I. G. 
Baker & Co were obliged to come from Mac- 
Leod to set the matter right, and the horses 
were teleased. Shortly afterwards the ori- 
ginal Oxarart band was seized again on 2 
charge that they had been grossly under- 
valued in passing the customs at Macleod. 
This charge also was disproved and the hors- 
es ordered to be released. But while the 
were incustody some 45 head 8 
presunied to have been stolen and run across 
the line. For the value of these Mr. Oxarart 
held the customs authorities responsible. 
puring the time the horses were in custody 
Oxarart sold some 60 head to Dr. Lauder. and 
on their release he sold them to the Mount 
Royal ranche Co., to whom they were deliv- 
ered. Oxarart left for Brandon with the re- 
mainder of his horses and commenced selling 
there. Shortly afterward Mr. Bannerman 
was informed that instead of sixty there were 
105 head of horses at the Mount Royal ranche 
with Oxarart’s brand on them. As the extra 
number could on ly be the stolen animals,and 
as it was inspossible to identify the ones that 
were stolen, Mr. Bannerman caused the 
whole numter to be seized by the police, and 
Mr.Oxarart arrested for stealing the 45 head 
from the custody of the deputy sheriff. A 
trial was held and Mr. Oxarart acquitted. 
The Mt. Royal ranche was counted out its 60 
horses from the band and the remaining 46 
still remain in the hands of the police, as no 
one claims them. Mr. Oxarart has appealed 
to the U.S. goverment to support hie claiu 
for damages in the matter. It is asserted on 
the oneghand that the whole proceedings 
were insklxt ted by the local ranche compan.

There is 
already a large population of children of 
echoel age in the immediate vicinity, and 
being the business centre or a large section 
of country ande large population it is the 
most convenient point for isolated families to 
send their children to schoo! ; while at the 
same time the peonie of the district are able 
to support good scho that will be worth 
attending. Itisnotonly a cantre now, but 
in all probability will be for a long time ff not 
for all time; and it would be moat unfortun- 
ate if the children born and reared in the 
place should not ba able from lack of educa- 
tion to take their proper position when it 
and they have attained their age and growth 
—if they should be compelled to stand back 
to make room for new comers. With a wood

letter and in spirit the principal laid down, 
that in no case shall a Protestant be com- 
pelled to pay to a Roman Catholic school, 
nor a Roman Catholic to a Protestant school. 
By thus carefully guarding the rights of 
both parties all cause for religious irritation 
has been done away with. Admitting that 
there is a difference in religious scruples, 
which cannot be kept out of sight, and which 
is expressly stated and required to be pro 
vided for in the North-West Act, both par- 
ties have simply agreed to differ, and 
neither is accorded any advantage over 
the other. The natural result is that by 
thus guaranteeing equal rights to both par- 
ties all are free to give their full attention to 
forwarding the general interests of education 
in the country instead of squandering time 
and money in protecting their own or attack- 
ing their neighbor's real or fancied religious 
privileges. 

It is scarcely necessary to say a word as 
to the legality of the law. One cighteenth 
of the land in the North-West has been set 
apart by the federal government for the 
eupport of North-West schools, a clause in 
the North-West act empowers the North- 
West Council to deal with school matters ; 
the present ordinance has been passed in ac- 
cordance with the terins of the act after the 
consideration of the North-West council has 
been given to it for two sessions. Whatever 
the words of the act may be perverted to say, 
there can be no question as to their intent, 
or the necessity for action being tuken on 
them. In the face of this, to admit that a 
quioile could baulk, even teuporarily, the 
Wiel uf both people and government is to ad- 
nut that Canadian legislation isa ite, and 
Canadian legislators are fools, or knaves, or 
both or worse.
